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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1,2, and 6-21 are pending. Claims 1,6-8, 11, 13, 15, 17, 19, 20, and 21 
have been amended in the communication filed 06/24/05 entered as Request For 
Continued Examination and Request for Extension of Time. 

2. A terminal disclaimer was faxed with the amendment below on 09/27/05 
disclaiming the pending reference application 09/392,028. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to Applicants', and amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In the claims 

4. Claim 1 . A method for submitting a report from an accounting system to an 
automated lending system including a server, a local file system being coupled to the 
accounting system, said method, comprising the steps of: 

generating at the accounting system a report having at least one of a defined report 

format and a defined translation service; 

exporting the report from the accounting system to a local file; 

submitting the report from the local file system to the server; 
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determining at the server whether the submitted report has the at least one of the 
defined report format and the defined translation service and the undefined format; and 
extracting via the server information from the report based on at least one of the defined 
report format and the defined translation service to generate at least one exhibit to the 
report, wherein extracting information from the report includes determining whether 
preprocessing of the report is needed , determining whether segmentation of the report 
is needed [,] wherein segmentation includes identifying a location of data within the 
report and relocating data within the report such that the document is recognizable, 
performing a document recognition process, and performing a mapping and translation 
process on the report, and wherein the at least one exhibit summarizes selected 
information included in the report. 

Claim 6. A method for submitting a report from an accounting system to an 
automated lending system including a server, the accounting system including a virtual 
printer, said method, comprising the steps of: 

generating at the accounting system a report having at least one of a specified report 
format, and a defined translation service; 

transmitting the report from the accounting system to the server via the virtual printer; 
determining at the server whether the submitted report has the at least one of the 
specified report format, and the defined translation service; and 
extracting via the server information from the report based on at least one of the 
specified report format, and the defined translation service to generate at least one 
exhibit to the report, wherein extracting information from the report includes determining 
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whether preprocessing of the report is needed , determining whether segmentation of 
the report is needed [,] wherein segmentation includes identifying a location of data 
within the report and relocating data within the report such that the document is 
recognizable, performing a document recognition process, and performing a mapping 
and translation process on the report, and wherein the at least one exhibit summarizes 
selected information included in the report. 

Claim 8. An automated lending system comprising an accounting system 
coupled to a local file system, and a server for communicating with said local file 
system, said accounting system configured to generate a report having at least one of a 
defined report format and a defined translation service, and export the report to said 
local file system, said server configured to: 

receive the report from said local file system; 

determine whether the report has the at least one of said defined report format, 
and said defined translation service; and 

extract information from the report based on at least one of said defined report format, 
and said defined translation service to generate at least one exhibit relating to the 
report, wherein the exhibit summarizes selected information included in the report and 
links the summarized information included in the report, wherein extracting information 
from the report includes determining whether preprocessing of the report is needed , 
determining whether segmentation of the report is needed [, and] wherein segmentation 
includes identifying a location of data within the report and relocating data within the 
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report such that the document is recognizable, performing a document recognition 
process, and performing a mapping and translation process on the report. 

Claim 17. An automated lending system comprising an accounting system 
including a virtual printer, and a server for communicating with said accounting system, 
said accounting system configured to generate a report having at least one of a 
specified report format, and a defined translation service, and transmit the report to said 
server via said virtual printer, said server configured to: 

receive the report; 

determine whether the report has the at least one of said specified report format, 
and said defined translation service to generate the at least one exhibit relating to the 
report, wherein the exhibit summarizes selected data included in the report and links the 
summarized data included in the exhibit to corresponding data in the report, wherein 
extracting information from the report includes determining whether preprocessing of 
the report is needed , determining whether segmentation of the report is needed [, and] 
wherein segmentation includes identifying a location of data within the report and 
relocating data within the report such that the document is recognizable , performing a 
document recognition process, and performing a mapping and translation process on 
the report. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. Claims 1, 2, and 5-21 are allowed. 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record (Wexler US Patent No. 6,298,357 B1) teaches a method and apparatus for 
extracting information from an unstructured electronic document. The method and 
Apparatus of Wexler provides extraction of information from an electronic document. 

Even though, the prior art teaches a method and apparatus for extracting 
information from an electronic document, the prior art of record fails to teach a method 
and automated lending system and accounting system for extracting information from a 
report that includes determining whether preprocessing of the report is need, 
determining whether segmentation of the report is needed, the segmentation including 
identifying a location within the report and relocating data within the report such that the 
document is recognizable, performing a document recognition process, and performing 
a mapping and translation process on the report, and wherein the at least one exhibit 
summarizes selected information included in the report. For these reasons claims 1 , 6, 
8, and 17 are deemed allowable over the prior art of record, and claims 2, 5, 7, 9-16, 
and 18-21 are allowed by dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

7. Other prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Carpo (US 5,629,846) disclosed a method and system for translating an 
electronic document from one format to a second format. 

DeRose et al (US 5,708,806) disclosed the generation of an electronic document. 

Geoff Williams (GB 2308692) disclosed spreadsheets for processing data and 
providing financial reports. 

Damon et al (EPO 0474390 B1 ) disclosed page printers with full page image 
areas in bit map form and printers. 

Dykeman, John disclosed generating reports (sales and accounting) without 
human intervention and printing the reports.
